The Government can do 
its share by dropping its hated Home Rule 
Bill and. proving its sincere desire for a 
genuine settlement of the Trish problem. 
For immediate relief, however—and only 
immediate relief can saye a desperate 
situation—we must look to the two great 
and permanent forces in Irish life. These 
are religion and ‘politics, and an ‘encrmous 
responsibility rests on the leaders in both 
spheres. We refuse to believe that the 
accredited leaders of the Republican move- 
ment-approve ofthe crimes that are being 
committed in its name; yet they have not 
denounced them in any public fashion. 
Surely ‘they must be beginning to see— 
apart. from all qnestions of morality— 
that, if Ireland is destroyed, their own 
cause, with all other Irish causes, will 
come to nanght! If crime is denounced 
by the men who control Nationalist poliey, 
the difficulty of finding any sanction for 
any policy of reprisals will become even 
greater than it is now. We welcome 
Cardinal Logue’s warning as heartily 
as we welcomed that of Dr, Kelly of 
Ross ; ‘buf we feel that their great Church 
ought to speak with a single voice. In- 
deed, we are convinced that, in this crisis, 
it is the duty of all the Christian 
Churches in Ireland towpeak with a single 
voice. Their upanimity would be im- 
pmensely impressive, because, alas! unique. 
Cardinal Logue appeals for peace, reason, 
and good-will. In very similar terms the 
Primate pleads for self-control in Belfast, 
and says that “it would be a terrible 
thing if the flame of religions animosity 
were added to the already embittered poli- 
tical controversy."’ Jf Cardinal Logue and 
Archbishop D’Arcy—if all the Roman 
Catholic bishops, all the bishops of the 
Church of Ireland, and the heads of the 
Presbyterian and Methodist, Churches— 
could agree to make:a common appeal to 
Ireland, would not that fine act of 
Christian faith and charity carry equal 
blessing to Belfast and Cork?

A Musical Boycott. 


The decision of the Musical Conductors’ 
Association: and the National Orchestral 
Union of Professional Musicians to oppose 
the return of German musicians to these 
islands ig one of the highest importance 
to all lovers of the art. Now for the first 
time in its history the ability to emit or 
produce pleasing and harmonious combi- 
nations of sound is catalogued and de- 
finéd im its proper place among the 
manual trades. Art is not the common 
property of all peoples alike, but a divine 
gift bestowed in greater proportion on 
some than on others,. and, in certain 
melancholy cases, not bestowed at all. 
Assume that orchestral music js an art, 
and one admits at once the possibility 
that the emotional Teuton, offensive as we 
may hold him to he to every canon of the 
plastic art, may still, when it comes to 
the mingling of competitive noises in a 
just and disciplined ensemlle, enjoy & 
discerning and facile ability that the 
more material Briton is wholly unable to 
evoke. That admission, however,. leaves 
the Musical Conductors’ Association cold, 
They do not allow for a moment that the 
elusive Hun can scrape the catgut more 
searchingly or blow the cornucopian more 
woundily than the musically. inclined 
Briton. Even if he can—even if some 
stout yeoman who could not get enough 
exercise in the bricklaying business, and 
has gone into the violin trade, should 
be found to diseourse Wagner less 
poignantly than the descendant of the 
Meistersingers—well, the public must 
put up with it, If people must have 
music as only the Germans can discourse 
it, let them ge to Germany. The strains 
of the English orchestras may be less 
enchanting,- but they are at least evoked 
‘by men who saved civilisation from the 
Prusm;n jack-boot. We must not carp 
if, in preference to carrymg. sandwich- 

announci the arrival of

A Discredited Custom. 


Another effort is being made to abolish 
duelling in France. The Abbé Lemire and 
General de Castlenau ate the sponsors of 
a bill which will be discussed by the 
Chamber in the next session. They hold 
that e blood has been spilt recently 
on the battlefields to make it unnecessary to 
prove by private combat the valour of any 
Frenchman, and, therefore,, they seek to 
make duelling illegal. If the measure is 
passed, any participant in a duel, whether 
swordsman er second, will be liable to a 
year's imprisonment and a.large fine. The 
promoters of the measure realise, however, 
that, if they abolish duelling, fhey must 
provide some other method of settling an 
affaire dhonneur. Accordingly they pro- 
pose that every. case shall be referred to 
a special court of arbitration, from whose 
judgment. there will be no appeal. The 
duel has all the force of tradition behind 
it, and tradition dies hard. Of late years 
there have been very few fatal contests in 
France. As a rule, the slightest wound 
serves to end the most bitter quarrel. 
A court of arbitration may satisfy neither 
the challenger nor the challenged. If the 
bill is passed, it will be interesting to see 
whether Germany follows France's 
example. In the Fatherland the duel is a 
much more fierce and bloody affair. It 
would be a substantial evidence of Ger- 
manys change of heart if she should 
prohibit all forms of duelling.

It is understood that the Prime Minister 
will leave London for the Lake of Lucerne 
on Tuesday of next week, directly after 
the dinner to be given by the Coalition 
Liberals at the Savoy Hotel. The villa 
belonging to the King of the Belgians, 
most favourably situated on the lake, has 
been teken for him for an indefinite 
period. It is not a very large house, but 
contains rearly a dozen bedrooms. 

Last night [ mentioned the wonderful 
clearness of the atmosphere, and I learn 
to-day that it was possible to see Southend 
and Chatham, places many miles away 
from London, through a telescope. Crowds 
of people gathered on Hampstead Heath 
fascinated by the wonderful view of 
London.

The Bill for the restoration of order in 
Ireland, brought in to-day by the Chief 
rei contains the provisions of the 
Criminal Injuries (Treland) Bill with new 

roposals to meet the collapse of trial by 
jury. The Criminal Injuries Bill (which 
will now be dropped as a separate measure) 
provides. chiefly for intercepting payment 
of public funds (whether local taxation, 
EN or otherwise) and other debts to 
ocal bodies who refuse to Pay awards 
made against them in respect of criminal 
injuries to persons or property. By the 
new proposals power is taken to set up 
by Orders in Council, wherever or when- 
ever required, emergency Courts for the 
trial of any cases which may arise— 
criminal or otherwise. These will be of 
the courtmartial kind, and, in the case 
of capital offences, they will be able to 
call in some official, we (é than military, 
to assist.

The Churches’ Voice. 


In the letter to his flock which we print 
to-day, Cardinal Logue ‘invites a national 
appeal for God's mercy on our unhappy 
country. It is, indeed, a time when, 
sn prayer, Irishmen of all the 

hurches should be ‘‘ bound by gold chains 
about the feet of God.” As the Cardinal 
says, “things are going froth bad to 
worse ” with every new day. Murder and 
outrage are rampant in the land, and the 
law, unsupported by any effective body of 
public opinion, is powerless to check 
them. In Parliament yestérday the Prime 
Minister announced the Irish blood-list 
for July. Fifteen policemen and four 
soldiers were killed in those thirty-one 
days; thirty policemen and twenty-two 
soldiers were wounded; three civilians 
were killed and five were wounded. The 
Cardinal makes special reference te only 
one of these murdets, which was done in 
peculiarly horrible circiimstances.

There is no use in pretending 
that breaches of discipline by police and 
soldiers have not oconrred; but it must 
not be forgotten that a melignant, merei- 
less, and successful campaign of murder 
provoked them. That, of course, is ne 
exeuse, but it is an explanation which 
demands the earnest thought of sensible 
and patriotic Irishmen of all parties, 
Extremists on ene side practise and de- 
fend political crime.

Who, then, will break the vicious circle? 
—we ate tired of the term, but it expresses 
‘precisely the development of reprisal from 
outrage, the consequent provocation to 


The House. of Commnons, roar ae | further outrage and further reprisal, and 


the demand that outrage shall cease before ' 
reprisal ceases. The Government can do 
its sliare by dropping its hated Home Rule 
Bill and proving its sincere desire for a 
genuine settlement of the Trish problem. 
For immediate relief, however—and only 
immediate relief can save a desperate 
situation—we must look to the two great 
‘and permanent forces in Irish life. These 
are religion and politics, and an encrmous 
responsibility rests on the leader's in both 
spheres. We ‘refuse to believe that the 
accredited leaders of the Republican move. 
ment approve of the crimes that are being 
committed in its name; yet they have not 
denounced them in any public fashion. 
Surely they must be beginning to see— 
apart. from all questions .of morality— 
that, if Ireland is destroyed, their own 
cause, with all other Irish caúses, will 
come to naught? If crime is denounced 
by the men who control Nationalist policy, 
the difficulty of finding any sanction for 
any policy of reprisals will become even 
greater than it is now. We welcome 
Cardinal ‘Logue’s warning as heartily 
as we welcomed that of Dr. Kelly of 
Ross ; but we feel thet their great Church 
ought to speak with a single voice. In- 
deed, we aré convineed that, in this crisis, 
it is the duty of all the Christian 
Churches in Ireland to speak with a single 
voice. Their unanimity would be im- 
mensely impressive, because, ‘alas! unique, 
Cardihal Logue appeals for peace, reason, 
and good-will. In very similar terms the 
Primate pleads for self-control in Belfast, 
and says that “it would be a terrible 
thing if the flame of religious animosity 
were added to the already embittered poli- 
tical controversy.” If Cardinal Logue and 
Archbishop D’Arcy—if all the Roman 
Catholic bishops, all the bishops of the 
Church of Ireland, and the leads of the 
Presbyterian and Methodist Churches— 
could agree to make'a common appeal to 
Ireland, would not that fine act of 
Christian faith and charity carry equal 
‘blessing to Belfast atid Cork? Such’ 
unity would be almost a miracle, some 
may say; but we have reached a stage 
where, perhaps, nothing short of a miracle 
can save Ireland. 3 


A Musical Boycott. 


The decision of the Musical Conductors’ 
Association and the National Orchestral 
Union of Professional Musicians to oppose 
the return of German musicians to these 
islands iy one of the highest importance 
to all lovers of the art. Now for the first 
time in its history the ability to emit or 
produce pieasing and harmonious combi- 
ynations of sound is catalogued and de- 
fined in its proper place among the 
manual trades. Art is not the common 
property of all peoples alike, but a divine 
gift bestowed in greater proportion on 
some than on others, antl, in certain 
melancholy cases, not bestowed at all. 
Assume that orchestral music is an art, 
and one admits at once the possibility. 
that the emotional Teuton, offensive as we 
may hold him to be to every canon of the 
plastic art, may still, when it comes to 
the mingling of compétitive noises in a 
just and disciplined ensemble, enjoy a 
discérning amd facile ability that the 
more material Briton is wholly unable to 
evoke. That admission, however, leaves 
the Musical Conductors’ Association cold, 
They do not allow for a moment that the 
elusive Hun can scrape the catgut more 
searchingly or blow the cornucopian more 
woundily than the musically: inclined 
Briton. Even if he can—even if some 
stout yeoman who could not get enough 
exercise in the bricklayimg business, and 
has gone into the violin trade, should 
be found to discourse Wagner — less 
poignantly than the descendant of the 
Meistersingers—well, the public must 
put up with it, If people must have 
music.as only the Germans can discourse 
it, let them go to Germany. The strains 
of the English orchestras may be less 
enchanting, but they are at least evoked 

men who saved civilisation from the 
ssian jack-boot. We must not carp 
if, in preference to carrying sandwich- 
boards annovincing the arrival of 
Herr Grollenicht (late of the Prussian 
ison Gas Corps) and his inimitable 
orchestra from Munich, they prefer to 
provide. the music themselves at the 
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last one must.be accepted as authorita- 
tive, and that little good could be achieved 
by holding the proposed inquiry. The 
railway companies have accepted it, and 
it is extremely unlikely that any flaw 
could have remained undetected by the 
experts who gave evidence before the 
Rates Advisory Committee. The travellers

A Discredited Custom. 


Another effort: is being made to abolish 

duelling in France. The Abbé Lemire and 
General de Castlenau are the sponsors of 
a bill which will be discussed by the 
Chamber in the next session. They hold 
that blood has been spilt recently 
on the battlefields to make it unnecessary to 
prove by private combat the valour of any 
Frenchman, and, therefore, they seek to 
make duelling illegal. If the measure is 
passed, any participant in a duel, whether 
swordsman or second, will be liable to a 
[year's impristhment and a large fine. The 
promoters of the measure realise; however, 
that, if they abolish duelling, they must 
provide some other method of settling an 
affaire d'honneur, Accordingly they pro- 
pose that every. case shall be referred to 
a special court of arbitration, from whose 
judgment there will be no appeal. The 
duel has all" the force of tradition. behind 
it, and tradition dies hard. Of late years 
there have been very few fatal contests in 
France. As a rule, the slightest wound 
serves to end the most bitter quarrel. 
A court of arbitration may satisfy neither 
the challenger nor the challenged. If the 
bill is passed, it will be interesting to see 
whether Germany follows France's 
example. In the Fatherland the duel is a 
much more fierce and bloody affair. It 
would be a substantial evidence of Ger- 
many’s change of heart if she should 
prohibit all forms of duelling.

It is understood that the Prime Minister 
will leave London for the Lake of Lucerne 
on Tuesday of next week, directly after 
the dinner to be given by the Coalition 
Liberals at the Savoy Hotel. The villa 
belonging to the King of the Belgians, 
most favourably situated on the lake, has 
been taken for him for an indefinite 
period. It is not a very large house, but 
contains nearly a dozen bedrooms. 

Last night [ mentioned the wonderful 
clearness of the atmosphere, and I learn 
today that it was possible to see Southend 
and Chatham, places many miles away 
from London, through a telescope, Crowds 
of people gathered on Hampstead Heath 
fascinated by the wonderful view of 
London.

CONDITION OF TIPPERARY. 


THE WOUNDED SOLDIERS AND 
POLICEMEN. 

The remains of Lance-Corporal Parker and 
Private Bayliss, who were shot dead on the 
road near Oola on Friday, when the military 
lorry in which General Lucas travelled was at- 
cacked, are, it is stated, to be interred in Enr- 
land. One of the three soldiers who were 
wounded in the affray is said to be in a critica! 
condition. Two policemen, who were wounded 
in the attack at Shevre, North Tipperary, are 
also in the military hospital. One was wounded 
by pellets in the stomach and back, and another 
was shot in tne lung. Both are in a serious 
condition. Despite a general apprehension of 
disturbances in Tipperary, last night all was 
quiet in the town. Very few soldiers were 
abroad.Though no “ Curfew’ order has been 
proclaimed in Tipperary, the townspeople begin 
to make homewards shortly after 10 o'clock, 
and by eleven, save for the police and military 
patrols, the streets are deserted. Shopkeepers 
have protected their premises against further 
possible window smashing. The same condi- 
tions apply, more or less, to the rural dis- 
tricts, and with the fall «of darkness a hush 
descends on the villages and countryside, and 
few people are to be met travelling on the 
public roads.

Sim,—As I have been in London since the 
beginning of July, and have been entirely ab- 
sorbed in my work as a member of the Lambeth 
Conference of Bishops, I have not been in close 
touch with Irish affairs. I have heard, however, 
through Press reports and otherwise, that dur- 
ing recent troubles in Belfast, injury was done 
to a Roman Catholic church and to a convent. 
How this happened, I have no certain know- 
ledge; but I have no doubt whatever that all 
true members of our Protestant community con- 
demn such doings. Outrages of this kind are 
the work of wholly irresponsible persons, who 
in a time of great excitement lose self-control. 

I desire very earnestly to impress on all our 
people the great importance of usiag all their 
influence to prevent such occurrences in future. 
It would be a terribie thing if the flame of 
religious animosity were added to the already 
embittered: politica! controversy. It ia only 
a deep sense of the greatness of the issues which 
are now at stake and the seriousness of the 
present position which urge me to make this 
7 á also that the good name of Ulster 
and of her great people should be preserved 
unsullied. Recent terrible events only strengthen

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COALITION AND THE COST 
OF LIVING. 
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DR. MACNAMARA DEFENDS THE 
GOVERNMENT. 


Speaking at a Coalition /ée and demonstra- 
tion at Poole yesterday, Dr. Macnamara, 
Minister of Labour, said that the cost of living 
continued cruelly high, but to say that the cost 
of living was due to Government incapacity and 
extravagance was to degrade even the meanest 
methods of venomous pastisanship. The truth 
was. that no Government had protected its 
people more successfully in this vital matter 
than had the present Government. Housing 
accommodation also was lacking. and very great 
hardship was inflicted upon the people in conse- 
quence, but to charge that against the Govern- 
ment revealed, again, the contemptible lengths 
to which political hatred could be carried. For 
twelve months now people who knew better had 
been violently denouncing the Government as a 
lot of extravagant spendthrifts, but from the 
moment *hat the bells rang in the armistice 
down to the present time the most unremitting 
cara and watehfulness had been exercised to see 
that public expenditure was brought down as 
rapidly as Easa to peace necessities. You 
could pass from peace to war by a stroke of 
the pen, but it would take many strokes of the 
hammer, spade, pickaxe, and trowel to rebuild 
again from war to peace, and the process of re- 
construction was bound to be pamfully slow. 
“ Our gross expenditure in round figures, for 
1918-1919, the last year of the war,” Dr. 
Macnamara continued, '“ was £3,146,000,000. For 
1929-1920 it was estimat: i at £2,106,0.900. For 
1920.1921, the present financial year, we esti- 
mate it at £1,282,000,000, and remember in this 
last figure is included £123,000,000 for war 

nsions, £345,000,000 for debt charges, and a 

alance of £234,000,000 available for debt re- 
duction. I know no campaign more contemptible 
than that which recklessly makes the Govern- 
ment responsible for the heavy financial burden 
which is the inevitable sequel to the greatest 
struggle in human history.” Concluding, Dr. 
Macnamara said that he claimed ir respect of 
the present Coalition Government that it had, 
with striking’ success, started and got well 
ahead with the work of clearing up and 
straightening out after the war, and that it had 
brought British finance and British trade back 
again .towards the normal to an extent not 
equalled in any other country in the world.
